SPEAKER REED’S FRIENDS DESERTING HIM.

Care Mar, N. J., Aug. 5.—[ Special.] — The 
seaside conference is at end and tomorrow the 
President and Secretary Blaine will leave for 
their homes. As a result of the conference 
the President will send a message to the Sen- 
ate, or if not a state paper a verbal message, 
recommending that the Senate shall adopt the 
Aldrich amendment to the McKinley bill, 
which vests discretionary power in the Presi- 
dent to suspend the operations of customs duties 
whenever he shall deem it wise to do so, or 
when other countries shall reciprocate. It can 
be stated authoritatively that the work of the 
conference has resulted in a victory for Secre- 

\ tary Blaine. 

The President fought against the scheme of 
his Secretary of State upon many grounds, 
and last of all declared that reciprocity would 
result in an injury to commerce. Mr. Blaine 
then called in Postmaster-General Wana- 
maker to give his views as a merchant. The lat- 
ter declared that reciprocity would tend to 
develop trade, and that it would widen 
the field for American merchants and en- 
able them to place their goods in for- 

en countries where they are not used 
at present.. This was a surprise to 
the President. Next-Maj. Robert Adams, ex- 
Minister to Brazil, was called in. He had 
‘been sent to Brazil by Mr. Blaine to leam of 
the advantages that would accrue to this 
country from reciprocity. Maj. Adams in a 
clear and forcible manner gave his views of 
the matter, which tended to strengthen Secre- 
tary Blaine's case. Then as a final argument, 
and with the hope of flooring his Secretary, 


the President introduced Gen. E. Burd Grubb ° 


of New Jersey, an iron manufacturer, to 
demonstraté how the business of the country 
would be injured by reciprocity. Instead 
of proving a witness for the President 
Gen. Grubb favored the scheme of Mr. 


Blaine. 

With all this array of evidence against him 
the President is said to have decided that a 
change must be made in the McKinley bill. 
It is said to have been agreed that Secretary 
Blaine will not interfere with the passage of 
the Force bill and that he will permit it to go 
through if Congress shall so will. Mr. Blaine 
is provided with authorities upon the question 
of reciprocity, and it is said that his personal

WANAMAKER DOES NOT SELL THE BOOK. 


A Postal Written June 11 Shows How He 
Felt About It. 


A plain and unassuming postal-card bearing 


on the upper left-hand corner the legend: 
Memorandum From John Wanamaker, per 


Hawkins,” and on the upper right-hand cor- 
ner the inscription, “ General store, Chestnut, 
Thirteenth, and Market streets and City-Hall 
Square.” The open missive was addressed to 
Charles H. Sergel of this city, and bears a 
sentence which shows quite conclusively that 
Postmaster-General Wanamaker did not at 
the time of writing the postal consider Count 
Tolstoi's Kreutzer Sonata a book fit to be 
placed on sale at his store. The postal reads 
as follows: 
_ PRILADELPAHIA, Pa., June 11, 1890.—Gents : In re- 
ply to yours of the 7th, in reference to “ Kreutzer 
Sonata,” would say we are not handling this work, 
and therefore must decline your offer. 

Mr. Sergel isa book publisher of this city, 
and among the books he publishes is the 
Kreutzer Sonata.” Mr. Sergel wrote Mr. 
Wanamaker, giving him figures on the book, 
and the above postal is Mr. Wanamaker’s re- 
ply. It will be seen the postal was dated June 
11, long before Chicago’s Assistant Post- 
master Hubbard thought of kicking the book 
out of the mails. 

Mr. Wanamaker says, We are not hand- 
ling this book,“ and the only inference to be 
drawn is that he was not handling it because 
he did not want to. 

Mr. Sergel has sold him other books since he 
refused Tolstoi’s work, so that it is evident 
Mr. Wanamaker did not refuse to consider the 
offer of the Tolstoi work from any prejudice 
against Mr. Sergel. The Chicago publisher 
was seen in regard to the matter, and pro 
duced the postal printed above, and said: “ I 
am satisfied that many of the reports being 
circulated through the press are all wrong. 
Some days ago Benjamin R. Tucker of Bos- 
ton, publisher of a Boston edition of the 
“Kreutzer Sonata,” stated that John Wana- 
maker prohibited the book from passing 
through the mails because he could not get 
the right discount from Mr. Tucker. In 
answer to that I have to say that there are two 
other editions of the same book and that Mr. 
Wanamaker was not dependent upon Mr. 
Tucker for his supply. Early in June I wrote 
a letter to Mr. WanamAlker, quoting the price 
of my edition to him. This price was as low 
as Mr. Tucker’s price, and my edition is su- 
perior to Tucker’s—here are the two, you can 
compare them for yourself. In answer to my 
letter I received this card. 

It is certainly evident from the card re- 
ceived by Mr. Sergel that if Mr. Wanamaker 
has an edition of the Kreutzer Sonata on 
sale at his store he has changed his mind rad- 
ically since June 11.

MEMBERS THREATEN TO REBEL.

They Don't Like the Way in Which Their 

Public Building Bills Are Smothered. 

Wasurnetor, D. C., Aug. 5.—[Special.]— 
About one-third of the bills on the calendar of 
the House provide appropriations for the erec- 
tion or enlargement of public buildings or for 
the purchase of sites for such buildings. If 
these bills become laws they will call for the 
expenditure of about $20,000,000 from the Pub- 
lic Treasury. About thirty of these bills have 
been considered by the House in Committee 
of the Whole and favorably reported. It is 
hardly to be doubted that every one of the 
thirty would be passed by the House if the 
sense of that body could be taken, but they 
have been hung up fortwo or three months 
because the all-powerful Committee on Rules 
wills that they shall be. Naturally this condi- 
tion of things causes great discontent, not 
only among the members of the House whose 
districts would be beneficiaries under the 
thirty bills, but also among many other Con- 
gressmen whose public building bills have not 
been considered in Committee of the Whole 
and are not likely to be until the thirty 
that block the way shall have been passed. 
Messrs. Reed, Cannon, and McKinley have 
been questioned by interested Congressmen 
until they are tired of hearing about public 
buildings. The Congressmen themselves are 
tired of having their public building bills 
smothered by the Committee on Rules and 
threaten to revolt. It was this condition of 
things that caused Congressman Struble to 
kick over the traces last week. It is said that 


contemplation a concerted movement to force 
their bills to a vote, but they have not yet 
screwed up their courage to the point of try- 
ing their strength and influence against that 
of the Speaker and his two lieutenants. The 
outcome of such a contest would probably be 
disastrous to them, and it might dim the 
Speaker’s vision when they may be anxious to 
catch his eye during the remainder of their 
terms. 


GOSSIP FROM THE CAPITAL. 


To Carry the Mails Between Tampa and 
Aspinwall—Washington Notes. 

. Wasutneton, D. C., Aug. 5.—[Special.]— 
Col. Abner Taylor introduced a bill today au- 
thorizing the Postmaster General to enter into 
a contract for a term of not less than five 
years with the owners of American iron and 
steel ships for carrying the mails between the 
ports of Tampa and Aspinwall, at a compen- 
sation of not more than $200,000 a year. It is 
proposed that the service shall be both ways 
twice a week, and that the ships must be 
American-built steamships; owned and offi- 
cered by American citizens; that a mail mes- 
senger to take charge of and deliver the mails 
shall have free cabin accommodations and 
transportation; and that the Government 
shall have the right to cancel the contract if, 
at the end of any year after the first two 
years, the postal receipts from this source at 
Tampa do not exceed double the amount of 
the annual appropriation. 

Absentees May Be Docked. 

Maj. Holmes, Sergeant-at-Arms of the 
House, said today that he had not yet received 
orders to dock absent members of their 
pay, but admitted that there is a great proba- 
bility that such a course may be taken if cer- 
tain members, notorious for their absentee. 
ism, persist in absenting themselves without 
leave although protecting their votes with pri- 
vate pairs. This dockage will be the last re- 
sort to compel attemdance and secure and hold 
aquorum. It has not beenenforced for many 
years. In fact, no one connected with the 
House has any recolleetion that it has ever 
been enforced. The fact that they were los- 
ing $15 a day would keep some members in 
Washington when everything else failed. 

Mr. Clarkson’s Ferthcoming Resignation. 


The fact that Assistant-Postmaster-General 
Clarkson looked upon his connection with the 
Post-Oifice Department as only temporary 
has been published several hundred times. 
His resignation will probably be handed in 
within a fortnight. He has nearly completed 
a review of his recent Western trip, in which 
he made a thorough investigation of the needs 
of the postal service, and he will make a re- 
port in the way of recommendations for in- 
creased facilities. It is not probable that Mr. 
Clarkson on his retirement from office will go 
to Japan for business purposes. He declined 
a first-class foreign mission in the early days 
of the Administration, because he preferred 
to remain at home and keep abreast of po- 
litical events. It is understood among his 
friends that he has disposed of his newspaper 
interest in Des Motes and may seek a wider 
field of journalism, possibly in New York 
City, but nothing definite is known.

‘miles below, men in stronger craft rowed out 
to the rescue. The latest reports claim that 
all were saved, but nothing definite is yet 
known. 


EARNINGS OF THE UNION PACIFIC ROAD. 


General Manager Mellen Discusses the 
Causes of the Large Increase. 

Boston, Mass., Aug. 5.—[{Special.]—Gen- 
eral Traffic Manager Mellen of the Union Pa- 
cific railroad is here and says, relative to the 
large increase in the gross earnings of the 
Union Pacific system and the comparatively 
small increase in the net: The increase in 
the gross earnings of the system is attributa- 


to the fact that it has controlled a large pro- 
portion of the through competitive business. 
The traffic alliance of the Union Pacific with 
the Chicago and Northwestern railway has un- 
doubtedly helped to secure the increase in 
gross earnings; and the good relations of the 
company with the Southern Pacific have con- 
tributed largely to the same result. The de- 
velopment in the Pacific Northwest has in- 
creased largely the earnings of the system as 
a whole, although the local earnings of that 
territory which go to make up the gross re- 
ceipts of the Oregon Railway and Navigation 


company are temporarily decreased. 
The poor result on this lime 
is attributable to various causes. 


Last year there was an almost total failure of 
the wheat crop, on which the road very largely 
depends for its earnings, and last winter the 
road was hlockaded by snow and in the spring 
by landslides, causing an almost total suspen- 
sion of traffic. The loss from these causes 
was great and exceptional. This year’s wheat 
crop in Washington and Oregon is harvested 
now and is very large.“ 


TROOPS SENT TO GUARD THE MINES. 


The Trouble in British Columbia Taken

Vicrornta, B. C., Aug. 5.e-[Special.]—This 
morning this city was thrown into a state of 
considerable excitement when it became 
known that troops were under arms with 
orders to proceed to the Wellington mines.

NEARLY RESULTED IN A LYNCHING. 


Two Men Shot Down in the Street by a 
Deputy Marshal for Resisting Arrest 
and the Officer Compelled to Leave Town 
to Avoid the Vengeance of the Friends 
of His Victims—More Trouble Likely— 
Details of the Tragedy. 

Warertoo, Ia., Aug. 5.—[Speeial. I The 
City of Cedar Falls, in this Pica — been 
the scene today of intense excitement caused 
by the killing of Dexter Jones and the wound- 
ing of Albert Miller by Deputy-Marshal 
Thomas Stingley at a late hour last night. 

Jones and Miller were brothers-in-law and 
8 2 ty about three miles from 
Cedar ycame to town yesterday 
2 and — the er and even- 
ing visi a number of. original pack 
houses and Miller became considerably — 
cated, About 10:30 at night they started to 
get their team to go home, when the Deputy 
Marshal appeared and tried to arrest Miller. 
Jones offered to take him home. Words were 
passed and finally the officer and the two men 
and a bystander got into a scuffle. Finally 
the officer drew his revolver and fired three 
shots. One took effect in Jones’ body near 
the navel and passed entirely through the body. 
Another grazed his shoulder. The third shot 
took effect in Miller’s leg. Jones was taken to 
a neighboring house and died about an hour 
and a half later. 

Meanwhile the news of the shooting was 
taken to the friends of Jones, and in a few 
moments threats of lynching were being freely 
made. To prevent this the Deputy Marshal 
was placed under arrest. Then the threats 
grew louder, and he was put in a buggy and 
whisked out of town after midnight and 
brought to Waterloo for safekeeping. 

When it was learned that he had been taken 
away from Cedar Falls the people living in the 
neighborhood where Jones and Miller resided 
were informed of the affair, and early this 
morning a party of them, led by a man 
} who claimed to be the father of young Miller, 
came to this city. On the way here they were 
told that Stingley would be taken back to 
Cedar Falls at 11 o’clock this morning. At 
that time the party was at the depot of the 
Burlington, Cedar Rapids and Northern rail- 
road awaiting him, but the officers were ap- 
prised of the condition of things and did not 
take him out of jail. 

Threats from the Crowd, 

When they discovered that he would not be 
brought out the visitors made open threats 
that if taken back to Cedar Falls he -would 
never leave there alive. 

If we had known it last night, said one 
of them, before he was taken to Waterloo, he 
would never have been brought here.“ 

Another remarked that possibly the Sheriff 
might be able to protect him here, but that it 
would take a strong posse to save him when 
he was taken back to the scene of the 


tragedy. , 

The father of young Miller said that the 
shooting was entirely unprovoked. 

The boys were getting ready to come 
home, said he, and were going for their 
team when this man came up and said he 
wanted to arrest young Miller for being 
drunk. Jones told him that he would take 
caro of him and take him home and if there 
was any fine to be paid he would sée that it 
was paid. Stingley then struck Jones with his 
elub and knocked him down. Miller ob- 
jected, when Stingley drew his revolver and 
as Jones was getting up shot him. The boys 
then started to run and the officer: fired at 
them again, striking Miller in the leg.” 


‘shots. Stingley’s story is en different. 
He says that when he tried to arrest Miller the 
three attacked him, and, getting his club away 
from him, knocked him down. They then 
jumped onto him, and Jones was trying to 
twist his head when he drew his revolver and 
fired over his shoulder. The first shot, he 
said, grazed Jones’ shoulder and the second 
shot took effect in his body. They then left 
him and started to run. He called to them to 
halt, and as they continued to run he fired 
again, this time striking young Miller.

The affray occurred near the residence of 
the Deputy Marshal, and his wife says that she 
heard the scuffle and on going to the door 
saw her husband down and his assailants beat- 
ing him. There were, as far as known, no 
witnesses of the affair except those mentioned

Public opinion in Cedar Falls is very much 
divided. Many believe the story as told here 
today, and consider the shooting entirely un- 
provoked. A number have. been talking 
openly that the officer should be summarily 
dealt with, while the better class of people 
counsel moderation. Allis quiet tonight, but 
the Sheriff has been thoroughly posted in re- 
gard to the movements of Jones’ friends, and 
will resist any effort on their part to take 
Stingley from his custody. He states tonight 
that he has no fears of any attempts at lynch- 
ing, but will protect his prisoner aguinst all 
comers. 

The preliminary examination has been set 
for next Thursday at Cedar Falls, and it is 
feared that trouble will occur there, though 
the officers say they will be fully prepared. 
Jones was about 30 years of age and has only 
been married a short time. He leaves a wife 
_and one child. He was quite a prosperous 
young farmer and has borne a good reputa- 
tion. Stingley was only sworn in as Deputy 
Marshal yesterday morning. He is about 30 
years old.

Gilford Williams, a Colored Resident of 
Saline County, Asks for Protection. 

Lrrrzz Roox, Ark., Aug. 5.—[Special.]— 
Gilford Williams, a colored man, who claims 
to have lived near Bryant Station, Saline 
County, for the last twenty-six years, was in 
the city today for the purpose of consulting 
the United States and State authoritieg about 
a case of bulldozing in which he poses as the 
victim. He says a gang of Democrats living 
near Bryant has given him ten days in which 
to leave that part of the country.. The warn- 


ing was accompanied by a suggestive hint 


that if he did not go he would be strung up to 
a tree. On the night of July 31 some colored 
men visited the home of a white man named 
Bob Ferguson, near Bryant, and made an as- 
sault upon Mrs. Baldwin, who was stopping at 
his house.

The door was smashed in and 
Williams was blindfolded and marched to the 
home of Ferguson, but the ladies failed to 
recognize him as the negro who had made the 
assault. The gang reluctantly turned him 
loose. The following morning Williams 
found a warning to leave tacked on his gate.

When 
the oblique movement from right to left was 
reached it was very creditably performed, 
dut in executing the movement from quick 
to double time and reverse the column 
lost step and presented an uneven 
line. In making a wheel from a fixed 
pivot to the right and then to the 
left the canton did some excellent work, its 
movements and time being almost perfect 
and evoking hearty applause. In forming 
columns of threes to front, oblique to right 
and ‘left, and reforming line to the left the 
canton demonstrated its quickness, ease, and 
perfection of movement. This feature of 
its drill was especially noticeable in 
the break of threes from the right to pass ob- 
#tacies. The reformation of its line was in 
excellent time and front. The formation of 
columns of platoons to right with the forward 
movement was another piece of clever work. 
but the formation of a canton with double time 
owas somewhat irregular. The advance by left 
of platoons and the formation of platoons to 
the right were neatly executed movements. 
On the whole, the canton can justly congratu- 
late itself. This is the first contest in which it 
has participated for a prize. It completed the 
schedule in twenty-four minutes, six minutes 
less than the allowance. The canton gave 
an exhibition pending the arrival of the sec- 
ond competing canton, during which it formed 
the star wheel in fipe style, together with some 
four or five other movements growing out of 
the wheel.

The breakage of the wrist which held the 
lock-valve of the Sault Ste. Marie lock, and the 
break-down of the pumps used while making 
repairs, made the canal useless for four days. 
The consequences of the delay will be felt for 
two months by the disorganized lake com- 
merce. The direct loss to vesselmen and the 
general public is put at a quarter of a million. 
This does not seem large when it is borne in 
mind that more vessels go through that canal 
in eight months than through the Suez in 
twelve, and that it is the passage way for the 
commerce of a third of the area of this Nation. 
The consequences of serious damage to the 
canal are these, as stated by a railway Presi- 
dent belonging to a class not biased in favor 
of waterways: 

If this damage is not repaired quickly it will be 
next to impossible to handle the grain. crop of 
the Northwest this fall, as the Chicago lines 
would not be able to furnish one-third of the cars 
necessary. Further, the supply of coal to the 
entire country usually served by Lake 
Superior would be cut short, and the suffering 
from that alone hardly could be estimated. It 
seems unaccountable that a matter of so great im- 
portance to so large a portion of the country 
should be in a condition where the breaking of a 


timber or the failure of a valve will paralyze the 
commerce of one-third of the area of the Nation. 


It is somewhat surprising, in view of the 
serious results of an accident, that those in 
charge of this great work should not have had 
pumps which were fit to work and been in 
other tespects better prepared to repair 
damages. It would be still more surprising 
if after this note of warning the bill for this 
second lock were not taken up and pu 
through. ' 

Should anything happen to this canal the 
farmers and business-men of the Northwest 
would find the railroads charging from three 
to six cents more per bushel on their grain, 
and also advancing the freight rates on and 
the cost of the coal they consume. The 
passage of this bill is more in the interest of 
Minnesota and Dakota farmers than McKin- 
ley’s pet measure.

DEMOCRATIC SALOON POLITICS. 
The Hon. Frank Hiscock, Senator from 
New York, in a recent speech on the floor of 
the Senate, said:

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UNIFORM RAILROAD BILLS or LADING. 
It is not surprising that boards of trade 


bills of lading just adopted by the Pennsylva- 
nia and Vanderbilt railroad systems, If the 
new form of bill goes into use on these sys- 
tems it will not be long before it is adopted 
on all the railroads and the old responsibility 
and liability of common carriers may be 
things of the past; Under the pretense of 
seeking uniformity the new bill of lading has 
been devised to avoid the just responsibility of 
the carrier and put the shipper in a position 
where it will be more difficult than ever to 
assert and protect any rights that are left him. 
While this is the manifest purpose which the 
devisers of the uniform bill of lading had in 
view there is still good reason to believe it 
may be defeated. . : 

The Pennsylvania and Vanderbilt lines do 
not propose to refusé entirely to carry goods 
under the common-law rule af liability, which 
makes them responsible for all damages which 
might have been foreseen and guarded against 
by proper care. Such a refusal would be in 
violation of the first duty of a common car- 
rier and would not be tolerated by the courts. 
These roads propose, however, to demand ex- 
tra high rates when they are performing the 
full ordinary common law obligations of a 
carrier and to make average or-commércial 
rates only when goods are shipped under the 
new bill of lading and the railroads are 
released from nearly all responsibility 
for negligent acts. These railroads are 
eager to get on the public the 
sort of a corner now enjoyed by the 
Western Union Telegraph company. That 
corporation by means ot the fine-print con- 
tracts on message blanks practically releases 
itself from responsibility for mjury done to its 
patrons by negligent acts and successfully re- 
fuses to perform the ordinary duty of a carrier 
of intelligence unless it is employed also as an 
insurer and paid double rates, The practical 
result is that it has all the special privileges 
and monopolistic functions of a Government- 
aided carrier without corresponding liabilities 
and duties toward the public. To get just 
such a einch as that on railroad shippers 
is the object of the new bill of lading, but, as 
Tue Trreune has said, there are strong 
reasons to believe the scheme cannot be ex- 
ecuted. 

The success with which the Western Union 
evades liability by means of its fine-print con- 
tracts is owing to a lack of legislation which, 
however, can be supplied quickly for the pro- 
tection of the public. Many of the States al- 
ready have provided against railroads shifting 
responsibility from their shoulders by means 
of pretended contracts which were forced on 
shippers, The Illinois Statute says: 

Whenever any property is received by any rail- 
road corporation to be transported from one 
place to another within or without this State it 
shall not be lawful for such corporation to limit 
its common-law liability safely to deliver such 
property at the place to which the same is to be 
transported by any stipulation or limitation ex- 
pressed in the receipt given for the safe delivery 
of such property. 

The Iowa statute is a little more explitit in 
declaring that the corporations shall not free 
themselves of any liability which would other- 
wise exist had no “contract, receipt, rule, or 
regulation been made or entered into.” This 
is the true ground to take. Fine-print con- 
tracts, notices, regulations, and bills of lading 
which corporations force on their customers 
are not contracts in any sense, and patrons 
should not be bound by them. It takes two 
to make a contract, but in these instances the 
terms are dictated by the corporation, and the 
shipper cannot do anything but accept them. 
All the States should have statues like those of 
Illinois and Iowa forbidding carriers to evade 
their common-law liability, and the same rule 
should be prescribed for inter-State transac- 
tions and carriers of every class. 
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CANADIAN VERSUS SOUTH AMERICAN 
RECIPROCITY.

of American workghops. But it would not. It 
wanted to keep on selling in a free market, 
and forcing this country to sell in a taxed one. 
It preferred to take American cash for its 
products and then send it to England for

The Blaine scheme of paying for rubber, 
sugar, coffee, mahogany, eto., with Western 
farm products and goods from American 
workshops is the antipodes of Canadian reci- 
procity, and will be beneficial to both parties 
to the agreement. It will give the farmer en- 
larged markets and higher prices. Is there 
any Western Congressman who finds it diffl- 
cult to make his choice between this and Mo- 
Kinley’s fool plan of the unconditional sur- 
render of sixty millions of revenue without 
enlarging markets, raising the prices of Amer- 
ican products, or even cheapening sugar ma- 
terially if at all? If there is sucha man, who 
is unable to tell the difference between the 
work of a statesman and that of a blacksmith, 
he ought to pick out another constituency. 
He may be fit to represent an asylum for the 
feeble-minded or the insane, but he will not 
do for prairie farmers, *

CONTROL OF THE COUNTY INSANE ASYLUM 

The County Board voted down Monday a 
resolution urging that the State take charge of 
the insane in the various counties. It was op- 
posed by some onthe ground that it would 
meat a larger State tax but not a smaller 
county tax, since a County Board ‘would be 
sure to levy every cent it could and to spend 
on something or somebody else what it did 
not have to spend on the insane. Others voted 
against it without assigning a reason, but 
really because they are against stripping the 
board of any of its power and patronage. 

There is no doubt that while if the State 
took charge of the insane they would be cared 
for better,county taxes would be just as high. 
There is, however, a middle course to pursue 
between leaving things as they are and abso- 
lute State control. It was suggested last year 
that the asylum be taken out of the hands of 
the board so far as the general management 
is concerned—the election of officers and se- 
lection of employés and purchase of supplies 
—and placed in those of a State Board, but 
that the latter be limited in its expenditures 
to the sum appropriated by the county au- 
thorities. Theu places as nurses and physi- 
cians would cease to be the perquisites of 
Commissioners, and there might be some hope 
of the institution being conducted in a Chris- 
tian-like way, which has not been the case for 
a long time and cannot be expected under the 
present system. 

' Supposing, then, that those Commissioners 
who are anxious for reform submit the prop- 
osition in this modified shape and see who 
will vote against it. Those who do can be set 
down as spoilsmen who would rather have 
the asylum remain a foul sore, to be un- 


covered every few months for the scandal and 


disgrace of this. city, rather than lose the 
patronage its control gives them. As a mat- 
ter of abstract right the great majority of the 
insane in Cook should be a State rather than 
a county charge. This county did not make 
them. Most of them were shipped here ready- 
made from foreign countries and ought to be 
sent back as fast as they come. Over 250 
years ago a Massachusetts town ordered a 
crazy man sent back to the London parish 
that had sent him over. That English prac- 
tice, begun thus early, has never ceased. But 
for various reasons the State will not stand 
the expense. Then let it at least supervise the 
management of the asylum. 

It is unfortunate that something of the same 
kind cannot be done with the hospital, to 
make it a credit to the county. There are 
similar institutions in the city taking patients 
who do not pay, as well as those who do, but 
how often does one hear complaints about 
them? When are such things as are proved to 
have happened at the County Hospital hinted 
at evén at the Michael Reese, the Mercy, the 
Alexian Brothers’, or the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital? Behind them stands only denomina- 
tional generosity. Behind the public institu- 
tion stands the wealth of Cook County. But 
the former are managed by men who know 
the business, the latter by men who are ig- 
norant of the business, and who select a 
Warden not because experts have pronounced 
him competent, but because he is on the right 
side in politics and belongs to the ruling fac- 
tion of the party. 

There will be no material change so long as 
the present system lasts. Sometimes things 
will not be quite so bad as at others, but they 
will never be so good under a system estab- 
lished by spoilsmen and for spoilsmen as

A Mormon success would have 
given color to the clamor of Gentile frauds. 
It would have lent the appearance of truth to 
their statement that the Mormon Church was 
still the ruling power, ana its effect would have 
been to keep settlers and investors away from 
Utah and to interrupt the commercial and in- 


| dustrial growth which was inaugurated after 


the city eleetion, Such a calamity, however, 
has been averted, and in view of the encour- 
aging result it is not surprising that, as the 
dispatches say, “ the city is ablaze with glory 
and bands and drum corps are parading the 
streets. It is a famous victory, a red-letter 
day in the history of Utah, for it completes 
the routof the Mormons in their stronghold, 
It is not likely that they will appear again as 
an organized body in politics. Hereafter, in- 
stead of Gentile and Mormon it will be Re- 
publican and Democratic elections, with the 
Mormons of course on the side of their sym- 
pathizers and friends, the Democrats. The 
victory means that honesty and loyalty have 
taken the place of animalism and dishonesty; 
that laws are to be respected and obeyed; that 
the day of Utah’s ultimate redemption is close 
at hand, and that The Church is no longer 
a political factor in that Territory. 


THE HOSPITAL INVESTIGATION. 

While the report of the Hospital Investigat 
ing Committee signed by the three active 
members of that body is not so thorough nor 
so comprehensive as it ought to be it is yet a 
severe condemnation of the administration of 
Warden Strain and of the Commissioners re- 
sponsible for his appointment. The report 
begins with an acknowledgment that the sys- 
tem which makes men of Mr. Strain’s ante- 
cedents and experience the most available 
candidates for wardenships and similar posi- 
tions is vicious. Ability to organize a political 
campaign or to act.as secretary of a political’ 
committee is not the kind of ability which is 
needed in a Hospital Warden, and it is not at 
all surprising that the committee should ac- 
knowledge that Mr. Strain’s administration 
has not so far “reflected credit on himself 
nor on those responsible for his appoint- 
ment.” This is a candid admission, especially 
on the part of Mr. Schubert, who was one of 
*Strain’s special sponsors. 

For the rest, the committee finds that the 
evidence leaves no doubt of the truth of the 
charge of favoritism; that “ the cooking is 
not so good as it should be; the charges of 
inhumanity to patients “in rare cases is 
sustained; there has been carelessness in re- 
gard to the dismissal of patients; physicians 
and internes have charged patients, contrary 
to the rules; friends of the employés have 
been supported at the hospital at the public 
expense; the druggist’s department is man- 
aged loosely; and there is a general and de- 
moralizing disregard of the rules. 

This ixidictment is strong enough so far as 
it goes. And yet it does not touch on the rad- 
ical abuses, such as the admission to the hos- 
pital of persons not properly a charge on the 
county; the use of the institution as experi- 
mental rooms for greedy physicians ; the utter 
absence of system in the managements and 
the neglect by the Warden of the simplest 
duties in order that he may have time to at- 
tend to his duties as political secretary of sev- 
eral committees and organizations.

The trouble with that gentleman is that he 
is not acquainted with the subject he talks 
about. He assumes that the old reciprocity 
treaty of 1854 and the Butterworth bill are 
alike, while they are totally different. He as- 
sumes that the kind of reciprocity favored by 
Mr. Blaine is like that found in the treaty ne- 
gotiated by Mr. Marcy and ratified by a Dem- 
ocratic Senate. They are utterly unlike. 

Mr. Blaine and the Hale amendment pro- 
pose a swap by the Latin-American countries 
of the surpluses of their products which can- 
not be raised in the United States for sur- 
pluses of American products which cannot be 
grgwn or made there. The surplus flour and 
meat of the Western farmer and the surpluses 
of certain kinds of manufactured goods, be- 
ing all of them articles Cuba and Brazil can- 
not produce, would be exchanged for sur- 
pluses of coffee and sugar which this country 
eannot produce. It would be an exchange be- 
tween non-competing countries of dissimilar 
products. : 

The reciprocity treaty of 1884 was a dog of 
a different breed. It aimed at an exchange 
of similar products between competing coun- 
tries, and as this was the largest one and fur- 
nished the best market the gain was all on the 
side of the smaller.

The, chief reason for this offer is a political 
one. The sugar-growing provinces of the new 
Republic are the northern—the Amazonian— 
ones. They are the farthest removed from 
Rio Janeiro, and there are fears that they are 
not well disposed to the Central Government, 
because they feel that they pay more than 
their share of the taxes. It would be a great 
stroke to secure a free market for their sugar, 
for it would tend to make them loyal to the 
Government that secured it for them. It is 
possible, too, that the eyes of Brazilians have 
been opened to the fact that the trade between 
them and the United States stands on an un- 
fair, and therefore an insecure, footing, and 
that it would be wise to do something to re- 
dress its inequalities voluntarily. 

It is also probable that Brazil thinks that if 
it can get the reciprocity it desires it may 
be able to do as well with the United States in 
sugar as it now does in coffee. At present 
more than half of the raw sugar imported 
comes from Cuba, but Brazil, which already 
exports large quantities, could, with a little 
encouragement, such as a free American mar- 
ket, meet all the wants of this eountry. 

Political expediency is an incentive to rec- |, 
iprocity in the case of the Latin-American 
countries, which those who are in favor of 
the unconditional remission of the sugar du- 
ties do not seem to have thought of for a mo- 
ment. Yet it is a powerful factor in the case 
of Brazil, and so it would be in that of Cuba.

The World’s Fair Bill Signed by Gov. 
er. 
Srurverrerp, II., Aug. 5.—[ Special.] — The 
bill in aid of the World's Columbian Exposi- 
tion has become a law. It came to the official 
notice of Gov. Fifer about 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing and by 10 had received his approval and 
signature and was returned to the Secretary 
of State’s office for publication. 
That there was a grave doubt in the Govern- 
or’s mind asto whether the measure could 
roperly be signed is no longer denied. It 
cae beowh the time tha’ Governor was 
anxious to complete the work and that the ne- 
cessity of a veto was viewed by him asa ca- 
lamity that must be overcome if it were — 
sible. In reaching his determination the Gov- 
ernor gave considerable weight tothe sugges- 
tions of the position of uncertainty a veto of 
the measure would leave the directors of the 
Fair, who were so anxious to push their work 
forward, and then again the next Legislature 
could correct any errors or discrepancies, that 
might exist should the present form of the 
bill be questioned.

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AMENDS TO MR. BRIGHT.

HE WILL LIKELY BE MADE ASSISTANT 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


Put on an Equality with Messrs, Han- 
man, Lewis, and Nightingale—It Is Ad- 
mitted That He Was Unjustly Treated 
and There Ig Need of Four Assistant 
Superintendents—Other School Matters. 
Orville T, Bright, the Englewood School 
Superintendent who failed of election as As- 
sistant Superintendent af the Chicago schools 
at the last meeting of the Board of Education, 
will probably be elected to that position at 
the meeting this evening. It is admitted that 
Mr. Bright has been unjustly treated. No 
members of the School B. are more will- 
ing to admit this than those who voted against 


by the candidacy of Alfred Kirk, Principal of 
the Mesely School, for one of the Assist- 
ant Superintendencies. Mr. Kirk made 
an active canvass for the place, and having the 
support of Mr, Peck and Mr. Prentiss, two of 
the influential members of the board, and the 
pledges of five other members to vote for 
him, his election was looked upon as a fore- 
gone conclusion. But Mr. Kirk had quite as 
many enemies as he had friends. Those ene- 
mies, in order to secure his defeat, dropped 
Mr. Bright at the eleventh hour, fearing that 
they could not elect him over Kirk, and took 
up Mr. Nightingale of Lake View, who had 
three votes in his own right, so to speak. 
They elected Nightingale and defeated Kirk. 
They lost Mr. Bright, however. They pro- 
pose to remedy that this evening by electing 
Mr. Bright an additional Assistant Superin- 
tendent with the same rank and pay as the 
others. | 

Mr. Bright was Superintendent of the En- 
glewood district at the time of annexation, 
James Hannan of the Stock-Yards district, 
Prof. Leslie Lewis of the Hyde Park district. 
Each was at one time Principal of a first- 
class grammar school in the city—the Doug- 
las, the La Salle, and the Haven, respectively. 
They were selected Superintendents by the 
suburban directors on account of their excel- 
lent reputation as educators. They sustained 
those reputations, and when annexation was 
declared the Chicago Board decided to con- 
tinue them as Divisional Superintendents in 
their respective localities. The three additional 
Assistant Superintendencies were really creat- 
ed for them. Mr. Kirk’s candidacy and its 
earnest advocacy by Messrs. Peck and Pren- 
tiss threatened this arrangement. Then Mr. 
Nightingale, Mr. Parker, and others came 


into the field. The result was that Mr. Lewis 
and Mr. Hannan were e and Mr, Bright 
was defeated. 


This has been much regretted by the friends 
of the schools and by a majority of the School 
Inspectors. Mr. Bright is recognized as one 
of the most useful school men in the West. 
He is a man of good original ideas and much 
force of character. He is the author of the 
language system as it is now pursued in the 
schools. He is also a good disciplinarian. At 
an informal conference of some of the School 
Inspectors yesterday it was determined to 
create an additional Assistant Superintend- 
ency, se that his services might be continued 
in connection with the Chicago schools. This 
will doubtless be ratified at the meeting this 
evening. 

No Opposition to Mr. Bright. 

At this meeting a * will also be pre- 
sented asking that Mr. Bri be elected Prin- 
cipal of the glewood High School, But 
that position has been already filled by the 
election of Prof. French. Some members of 
the board, and notably President Nettelhorst, 
say that it would be a good idea to appoint 
Mr. French Principal of the Lake View High 
School, vice Mr. Nightingale. But the Lake 
View people object to this. They want Mr.

iss Burt advocates the election of Mr. 
Bright as Assistant Superintendent because he 
is a good man for that ‘place, also because an 
additional Assistant Superintendent is needed. 
Each Assistant Superintendent, according to 
present ents, will have to supervise 
313 rooms. can but devote two minutes 
per month to each class-room. Miss Burt 
thinks that Chicago ought to have as much 
supervision as Boston, which would lead to 
doubling the number of Assistant Superintend- 
ents. 

There has been an idea that Mr. Bright's 
failure to secure election at the last meeting 
was due to the ry en of the Roman Cath- 
olic members of the board, growing out of the 
trouble of last Decoration-Day. It will be 
remembered that Mr. Bright designated one 
of the Protestant churches as the place where 
the school exercises should be held, and that 
Father Murray, pastor of St. Bernard’s par- 
ish, which includes part of the Englewood dis- 
trict, denounced Mr. Bright’s action in severe 
terms. Some of the members of the School 
Board took the matter yal But on investi- 
gation it was found that there was little to 
complain of. There were to be no religious 
exercises. The church was selected because it 
would seat more than any accessible hall. It 
was usual to hold such exercises in the church. 
‘The Rev. Mr. Murray was squelched. Father 
Flanigan and other sensible Catholic clergy- 
men of the district exonerated Mr. Bright. 
Capt. Brenan, Capt. Bremner, and Mr. Here- 
ley, the Catholic members of the school board, 
also sustained Mr. Bright. The papers which 
attacked him at the outset made amends. 
Two of the four votes recorded for Mr. Bright 
at the last meeting were cast by Catholics 
and Capt. Brenan is now one of the principal 
advocates of Mr. Bright’s election as Assistant 
Superintendent. Messrs. Hereley and Brem- 
ner also favor such election.

The St. Paul Citizens’ Committee Confers 


with Secretary Noble, 

Wasmxorox, D. C., Aug. 5.—The Citizens’

PROVIDES FOR TOTAL EXCLUSION. 


Representative Morrow’s Anti-Chinese Bill 
Reported to the House. 
Wasuinetox, D. C., Aug. 5.—Represent- 
ative Morrow of California, from the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, today reported 
to the House his bill to absolutely prohibit the 
coming of Chinese persons into the United 
States, whether subjects of the Chinese Empire 
or otherwise. The bill proposes to exclude all 
Chinese, even those who may hereafter leave 
the United States and attempt to return, ex- 
cepting diplomatic and Consular officers and 
commercial agents, and the coming of Chinese 
tothe United States for transit is expressly 
prohibited. A fine of $500 for each Chinese 
brought into the United States is pro- 
vided for the punishment of vessel masters 
bringing them, and the vessels are to 
be subject to forfeiture. Provision is also 
made for the punishment of persons aiding 
Chinese to enter the United States by land or 
otherwise, and for the removal of Chinese 
found unlawfully in the country. It is fur- 
ther provided that Chinese shall not be ad- 
mitted to citizens — and that conflicting 
treaty provisions s be abrogated. 
Chairmen Hitt presented a minority report 
dissenting from the favorable action of the 
8 , as he says it is in con- 
flict a treaty now in force, to which the 
faith of the United States is pledged.

EXTENSIVE OPERATIONS OF THE CHI- 
CAGO CITY BAILWAY COMPANY. 


Work in Progress on the Cottage Grove 
Avenue Extension and the South Chi- 
cago Avenue Line—Four Ordinances for 
New Franchises Before the Council—A 
Number of Noteworthy Sales—Real-Es- 
tate News of Interest.
